That Canal Press Agent. 

The assumption of the cana! comm's- 
sion that it ought to have a press agent 
to guard its members from criticism was 
enother manifestation of this tendency 
to give the public only such news or. 
information ae the officials thought good 
for the people—a $10,000 investment, 
which has had to be repudiated upon ex- 
posure. There have been miany other 
ilustrations of this tendency to dictate 
to the press what it may or may not pub- 
lish. The theory of a free préss which 
seems to obtain in administration circles 
is that it shall be free to print only that 


which the officiats think should be 
printed. ; 

The president's criticism of the mubjli- 
cation of certain matters. bearing upon 
the Panama canal is in line with this ad-. 
ministration feeling. Under Officials ate 
efraia to give the most harmless bi*s 
of information these days, 80 well) is the 
administration policy understood. They 
have no desire to expose their necks to 
the official guil'otine, 

These things have not been understosi 
by fhe country, but the case of Mrs.

The grave illness of Mrs. Morris as 
the result of her sensational experiencs 
has created something like consternation 
fn administration circles. Should thfs 
terminate fatally. as is possible. thea 
friends of President Roosevelt fear tne 
fact wou'd greatly injure him in tho 
eyes of the people. though at the sam- 
time they defend him, and say he could 
not in justice be held responsible. Still 
they are afraid of public opinion, and 
they have good cause to be. The prést- 
dent himself has manifested a good deal 
of concern at the appareft§ trend 
of public sentiment against him, 
and during the past two or 
three davs has heen sending to friendg 
in cohgress and out of it, making inquit- 
ries concerning the situation.

One of the strongest criticisms against 
the white house contingent responsible 
for the apparently unnecessarily harsh 
treatment of Mrs. Morris is the part 
played in the affair by one of the white 
house negroes.

Could Havé Been Avoided. 

It is the opinion of those who saw 
the affair that had Mrs. Morris been 
permitted to remain sitting in the chair 
she occupied in the presidential waiting 
room, she would have soon tired, not- 
withstanding her threat to “sit there un-~ 
til she saw the president.’’ t is further 
the opinion of these observers that had 
no attention been paid to her after she 
Lad been pushed outside the white house 
doors, she would have gone off without 
making a scene. That there was jack 
of judgment somewinere all those who 
Saw the performance seem to agree. 

Of course, the president is not directly 
responsible for any phase of this affair. 
He did not see the lady, he did not order 
her ejected, he, in fact, knew nothing 
avout the affair until after it occurred. 
In all probability he knew nothing about 
it until he saw the reports in the af- 
ternoon papers. 

A Mecca for Cranks. 

The white house is a sort of Mecca 
for cranks, and in some cases it is 
necessary to resort to sovereign methods 
to get rid of them. The white house 
force doubtless thought this one of the 
cases. 

If it should happen that this did oper- 
ate to bring lasting criticism upon the 
president, it will be another illustration 
of the manner in which public opinion is 
often affected by happenings apparently 
trivial in themselves.

For years Dr. Cromer has 
given the inmates of the home the mos¢ 
efficient care, day and night, which has 
been greatly appreciated by the board. 

“Drs. Flynt, Jewett and Crenshaw are 
the dentists for the home, 

“Dr Crawford is oculist for the home. 

‘Income—The amount of money r¢ceiv- 
edi from all sources during, the year was 
$3.222.25. The amount disbursed was 
$3,057.75. The amount on hand at *he 
close of the year was $165.54. Besides 
actua! money received, there were a 
great many donations of various kinds 
mae by friends interested in the good 
work. By the splendid management of 
our matron and the beneficent providence 
of doa. the home’s seven and one-half 
acres of ground was made to produ2ze 
stock, feed, vegetables, milk, buttter and 
eggs to the ue of $1,167.25, at an ex- 
pense of $5857.50. 

“Religious Work—Religious meetings 
have been held every Sabbath during the 
year, and twenty-two of our girls have 
been led to profess Christ as their Sav- 
ior. At one time the matron reported 
every soul in the home as saved.

ed the quays to witness the debarkation 
of the Moroccan staf#esman and his suite 
from the Spanish cruiser Rio del Plata, 
which arrived unexpectedly. 

The party consisted of sixty-one per-

robes and wearing white and red tur- 


bans. The Spanish state coaches which 
were brought from Seville received Mo- 
hammed El Torres and his suite, and too« 
them to a villa alongside those set apart 
for the British and French delegations. 

Gibraltar was another center of ac- 
tivity today, owing to the presence of 
many fleets. 

Dinner at American Consulate. 

Rear Admiral Sigsbee and the captains 
of the American squadron were the recip. 
ijents of many courtesies, among them 
a dinner given by Admiral Sf Edward 
Chichester, the commandant of all the 
naval establishmenip at Gibraltar. 

The American and British officers will 
be the guests tomorrow at a dinner to 
be given by Richard -L. Sprague, the 
American consul at Gibraltar, at which 
Henry White, the American ambassador 
at Rome, who will represent the United 
States in the conference, will be present 
if he should arrtve in time. 

It is expected that this dinner will 
give occasion for an exchange of ameni- 
ties, and that it will have an aaditjonal 
significance, coming on the eve of the 
conference, 

M. Revoil, head of the French delega- 
tion, pointed out that the geographical 
proximity and the extent of the Alge- 
rian frontier contributed largely to estab- 
lish the special position of France in 
Morocco. He spoke on the quite natural

gives us a natural and legitimate con- 
cern as to that country.’’

DRYDEN READY 
WITH NEW BILL 


—_— 


Publicity To Be Keynote of 
Measure 


New Jersey Senator Has Framed 
His Insurance Law in the Light 
of the Investigafion That 
Has Just Been Concluded 
in New York. 


Washington, January 14.—Senator Dry- 
den has revised his bill contemplatigg 
government control of insurance, and 


‘Will reintroduce it. in the senate tomor- 
TOW. He has folhowed very closely the 


invesigation being conducted by the New 
York legislative committee, and this has 
aided him in perfecting his measure un- 
til now he expresses the belief that "it 
will correct practically all of the insu- 
Trance evils exposed by the New York in- 
quiry. 

Publicity {s the keynote of the Dill, 
and coupled with this are safeguards for 
the detection of wrongdoing and the 
punishment of those so offending. It de- 
fines policfegs or insurance contracts as 
instrumentalities of commerce and pro- 
vides for the regulation of the business 
through the medium of a comptroller of 
insurance and along lines similar to the 
control exercised over national banks. 

Indorsed by the President. 

The author says he believes this will 
go far toward meeting the objections of 
those who have questioned the constitu- 
tional possibilities of federal regulation 
of insurance. The senator says the Dill 
has the indorsement of the president, ad- 
ministration officials, eminent constitu- 
tional lawyers { and out of congress, and 
others who are familiar with its genera: 
features, as coming nearer meeting the 
demands of the situation than any other 
of the numerous pending measures. 

Senatr Dryden has long been a cham- 
pion of federal regulation. Discussing 
the principal features of the bill, Senator 
Dryden said: 

“TW new bill providing for the regu- 
lation and control of interstate insurance 
by congress follows in broad outlines 
my bill of the last session, but with 
very important modifications and addi- 
tions. The bill contains some fifty sep- 
arate provisions, of which the first thir- 
teen relate to the organization of the 
proposed bureau of insurance in the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. The 
Wireau is to be in charge of a. comm 
trolier of insurance, who is required to 
furnish a bond of $100,000. 

Resembles National Bank Act. 

“In nearly all essentials the bill, ag far 
as possible, conforms to the organic acts 
establishing other departments of the fed- 
eral government, but in particular the 
national bank act. There is to be 4& 
deputy. comptroller, who 1s also to be @ 
bonded officer, and an actuary, who is 
required to be a person of recognized pro- 
fessional ability and experience. The gen- 
eral supervision and control of the bu- 
reau is under the direction of the secreta- 
ry of commerce and labor, and all fees 
or other moneys collected required to be 
paid into the treasury. The comptroller 
must make an annual report to congress, 


including the details of all examinations 
| made of companies during the year, to- 
'gether with a complete statement of the 
receipts and disbursements of the bureau. 

“The provisions of the aet apply to all 
corporations, associations Or partnership 
| engaging in interstate insurance business, 
or who make and deliver insurance con- 
tracts outside of the state of incorpora- 
tion, or -origin, or authority, but ‘have 
no application to fraternal societies or 
organizations carried on for the sole bDen- 
efit of members and not for profit; Such 
associations or societies may voluntarily 
take advantage of the act, and after 
complying with all its provisions become 
duly authorized by the comptroller to 
transact interstate insurance. 

“The comptroller igs required to estab- 
lish rules and regulations and reasonable 
fees for conducting the business of in- 
surance, including annual and other re- 
ports to be made by companies. The 
penalty for failure to make or transmit 
any report or statement of fact required 
is $100 for each day of delay.

As to Financial Condition. 

“The comptroller is required to have 
a conservative valuation made of the 
business of life companies, and by such 
a standard of interest as may in nis 
judgment and discretion best serve the 
punpose to determine and establish the 
true financial conditions and attendant 


liabilities of companies. 
“Authority and power to inquire into 


the details and facts of the management 
of all corporations engaged in interstate 


he may have the companies exarpined 
by special] examiners whenever necess4a- 
ry or expedient. To this end he may 
invoke the aid of any court of the 
Iinited States to require the attendance 
and testimony of witnesses, and the pro- 
duction of books, papers and documents. 
Failure to obey such order of the court 
may be punished as a contempt thereof. 
It is also provided that companies may 
be investigated by the comptroller upon 
the complaint of any state commissioner 
of insurance. 

“The actual and reasonable expense of 
every examination or special investiga- 
tion of the affairs of an insurance cor- 
poration engaged in interstate insurance 
must be paid by the corporation so ex- 
amined. All charges and fees for mak- 
ing such examination, however must be 
presented in the form of an itemized 
bill, approved by the comptroller of in- 
surance and the amount thereof must 
be paid into the treasury of the United 
States. Corporations transacting inter- 
state or foreign insurance are specifical- 
ly exempted from making any other or 
separate statements or reports, or held 
to be subject to any visitorial powers of

Russia Has Fears 
of 1906, 


Bankruptcy of Government Before 
the Year Ie Done Ie Predicted, 
and Many Evil Omens Have 
Been Seen by Super- 


St. Petersburg, January !4.—The note 
struck by the radical press in reviewing 
the past year and commenting on the out- 
look for the new year, is an extremely 
pessimistic one. These newspapers gen- 
erally see no prospect of internal peace, 
but they unite in expressing the hope 
that 1906 will not end as did 1905, with 
the spirit of reaction strongly in th 


ascendant. 

The Novoe Vremya and The Slovo, on 
the contrary, look to the douma to put 4 
seal on the charter of the peOple’s liber- 
ties and to restore tranquility to the dis- 
tracted country. 

M. Amfiteatroff, one of the most bril- 
Mant of Russian journalists, who served 
a term of exile for his famous political 
feuilleton, in which he arraigned the 
members of the imperial family as public 
bandits, and who recently has been living 
in Rome, in an article on Russia’s future, 
predicts that the coming year will wwt- 
ness the financial and politica) bank- 
ruptcy of the government. 

Honors for Reactionaries. 

The list of the new year’s honors ts not- 
able for the number of decorations be- 
stowed on the officials associated with 
the policy of repression. M,. Durnovo, 
who so far as the proletariat organization 
is connected, is the best hated gnan in 
public life, has been promoted from act- 
ing minister of the interior to minister, 
thus increasing the influence of the bu- 
reaucratic hierarchy. 

It is significant that in the annual Te- 
newal of appointments, Count Solsky, 
president of the council of the empire, 
and the heads of departments in the 
council, have been appointed “until the 
reorganization of that body.’’ 

The emperor and empress held a new 
year’s reception in the palace at Tsar- 
skoe-Selo today, to which the members 
of the diplomatic conps traveled in a spe- 
clal train from St. Petersburg. The re- 
ception was a formal affair, to which 
Only the court functionaries, diplomats 
and a few nobles were invited.

The Orme Street Sewer. | 

It is to be hoped that the city coun- 
cil’s committee on sewers will re- 
scind, prior to the meeting of this 
afternoon, its action in rejecting all 
bids for the construction of the Orme 
Street sewer, and permit the award- 
ing of the contracts today. If this is 
not done, however, council should, in 
justice to a section of the city that 
has been overlooked in the matter of 
sewers, and regardless of the action 
of the committee, have the bids pre- 
sented for consideration. 

The Orme street sewer lies directly 
in a valley that drains two impor- 
tant watersheds, Marietta street on 
the one side and Peachtree street on 
the other. It now empties where it 
is offensive and dangerous to the res- 
idents of both sections. The propo- 
sition is to extend it to a point that 
will give relief. 


several years ago occurred, the sixth 
was the last ward to be heard from. 
The votes in the six other wards had 
not been sufficient to authorize the 
bond issue. It was thought that the 
bonds were defeated. Then came the 
announcement of the result from the 
sixth, and it was shown that a suf- 
ficient majority had been piled up 
there to carry the bond issue by a 
close but. safe vote. 

Last year, the general assembly of 
the state so amended the city charter 
as to permit the municipality to ex- 
tend sewers beyond the city limits. 
That amendment was the basis for 
the action of council during the lat- 
ter part of last year and enabled the 
body to fulfill a pledge to the newly 
created eighth ward. 

When the residents of North At- 
lanta withdrew opposition to annex- 
ation to Atlanta it was under the dis- 
tinct promise that the Orme street 
sewer, which was then offensive to 
the community, would be extended. 
Had it not been for this promise, 
many of the residents of what is now 
the eighth ward would, in all proba- 
bility, have appeared before the leg- 
islature to oppose annexation. 

The reason for the action of coun- 
cil last year is therefore readily un- 
derstood. There was a moral obliga- 
tion on the part of the city to extend 
this sewer, and in addition, despite 
the fact that the sixh ward—a part 
of which is now part of the eighth— 
had been responsible for the issuing 
of sewer bonds, not one dollar of the 
money had been spent in the sixth 
ward or upon any sewer that would 
directly benefit the sixth ward, | 

Council ‘and the aldermanic board 
adopted the Orme street sewer ordi- 
nance. The mayor vetoed, and coun- 
cil almost unanimously overruled his 
veto. The present sewer committee, 
without a hearing and without argu- 
ment from either side, has turned 
down the legal action of council in 
providing for the extension of the 
Orme street sewer. 

The only fair position for the pres- 
ent council is to sustain the action of 
the last council and order the work 
on the sewer to commence. It is to 
be hoped that this will be done this 
afternoon.

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The Santo Domingan Status. 


Morales, Mr. Roosevelt’s ardently 
praised Santo Domingan “leader” of 
a few months ago, will be deported 
from the little black republic and 
dumped on the unoffending shores of 
Porto Rico. Vice President Caceres, 
through the operation of the island 
constitution, becomes president and 
assumes the reins dropped by Mo- 
rales in a panic. 

The press dispatches assure us 
that the “change in the government 
does not impair the negotiations for 
a treaty between: Santo Domingo 
and the United States.” 

From present indications the ne- 
gotiations will be impaired in another 
and a more vital quarter—the United 
States senate. 

Realizing that conditions were not 
auspicious at the opening of the ses- 
sion last fall, the republican leaders 
sought to fence for a time by giving 
the treaty a vacation in committee, 
while the administration stalkers en- 
gaged in an energetic proselyting 
campaign. | 

This strategy might have been ef- 
fective had not Morales, who was 
represented as commanding the re- 
spect and allegiance of the govern- 
ing majority in the island, developed, 
with appalling suddenness, an inabil- 
ity to cope with complications arising 
out of his own administration. It 
became apparent that in place of 
leaders and 
dominating native policies, he could 
exhibit no other characteristics than 
those of the conventional opera 
pouffe intriguer—a type familiar in 
the many bijou republics to the south 
of us. His incapacity provoked out- 
right revolution, and he climaxed the 
affair by precipitate flight. The 
Santo Domingan “status”—painted as 
firmly established and fitted for re- 
sponsible negotiations with the Unit- 
ed States or any other power—be- 
came woefully fluid and irresponsi- 
ble. 

The friends of the treaty and its 
open and covert enemies claimed 
that this crisis was direct proof of 
their varying theories. But it is sig- 
nificant that sentiment in the repub- 
lican ranks has_ steadily hardened 
against the administration  pro- 
gramme, and that instead of an en- 
ergetic discussion and action tn com- 
mittee, the treaty has been permitted 
to lie dormant. |

plan with a later suggestion of an- 
nexation.

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Value of Scientific Agriculture. 

Science, which until lately has neg- 
lected the great industry of agricul- 
ture for fields more picturesque and 
immediately profitable, is now mak- 
ing up its delinquencies with rapid 
strides. | 

Experiments and investigations in- 
augurated systematically have result- 
ed in discoveries of new methods and 
improvements on old ones calculated 
to make the work of the planter less 
arduous, more profitable and to a 
large extent minimizing the uncer- 
tainties of an occupation of this na- 
ture. 

The analysis of soils has, for in- 
stance, been productive of the great- 
est benefit and economy to agricul- 
ture. It holds out even larger prom- 
ise for the future, when it shall have 
come into more general vogue and 
has itself gained a more exact basis. 
In speaking of its advantages, The 
Kansas City Star uses the following 
clear and logical statements: 

it would really seem that an analysis 
of the soil should be the very. first ‘step 
in scientific farming. To know what a 
given soi] contains, what it needs and 
what it will produce most profitably can 
be ascertained only through two pro- 
cesses—analysis and long experience. 
Experience has taught the farmers of 
the country a great deal, but what they 
have learned by successive crop raising 
could have been shown them many 
years ago through a scientific study of 
the soil and the d@urnishing of official 
maps setting forth the results of such 
investigation. It will be a costly thing 
to put on recorg a true showing of soil 
values, which often change radically 
within short distances. But when such 
a record is made it will serve a great 
purpose for many years to come and it 
will be used as a basis for other scien- 
tific developments along the lines of 
specialized farming. 

There is much to support the con- 
tention of The Star that had this 
sound plan been inaugurated many 
years ago, the agricultural interests 
of the country would have been 
spared much costly and wasteful 
groping around in the dark. The sys- 
tem on which it is based is so simple 
and plausible as to recommend itself 
even to the occasional farmer who 
may have little patience with the in- 
novations of a newer era. It has 
proved its value in Georgia, through 
the work of the experiment station 
and the agricultural college at Ath- 
ens, not to speak of the private 
sources which have profited from the 
study and investigations of competent 
chemists. 

One of the most encouraging symp- 
toms of the day is the manner in 
which the planters are now eageriy 
grasping for all the cooperation sci- 
ence can give them. Soil analysis 
presents, moreover, but one aspect of 
scientific agriculture. The latter al- 
ready has many militant virtues to 
its credit, and it is yet in its infancy.

CLIMATE OF GEORGIA; 


STATISTICS FOR 1905 


Summary by Months of Weather Conditions Taken 


From Records of 


Atlanta Weather 


Bureau. 
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The climatology of Georgia for the year 
1905, compiled from the records of the 
Atlanta weather bureau, J, B. Marbury, 
section director, furnishes many facts of 
general interest. 

In the report by months is found an 
opportunity of studyng the wonderful va- 
viety and range of temperatures, rainfall 
and other statisticg in the different parts 
of the state. 

From the report it will also be seen 
that certain districts are noted for cer- 
tain weather conditions. In the Consti- 
tution last Sunday the monthly crop fe- 
view for Georgia for the year 1905 was 
given. If with the crop report the fol- 
lowing report of climatology is also cut 
out and pasted, by referring to both re- 
ports, farmers and all concemed, should 
be able to find both mterest and profit in 
comparing the records month by month 
with last year. As Section Director Mar- 
bury algo gives the normal figures, com- 
parson with the average month can be 
made, Several correspondentg in letters 
stated that the crop report alone would 
be of the greatest practical benefit in such 
a comparison. These persons and others 
will be certain to find the climatological 
record a further aid in this direction. 

A Summary by Months. 

From the reports received from all 
parts of the state, the past year has been 
a notable one. Figures and statistics are 
given which will probably settle many 
wagers, and be the basis for many argu- 
ments on the part of those who follow 
the weather day by day. The summary 
for the state of Georgia by months fol- 
lows: 

January—With the exception of a few 
Warm gays the first of the month, Janu- 
arv was characterized by decidedly low 
temperatures, the mean for the state, 
40.8 degrees, was 4.4 degrees below nor- 
mal and the lowest since 1893. The 
temperature changes during the month 
were unusually sudden and marked; the 
influence of a severe cold wave was felt 
on the 26th and 26th, with a tempera- 
ture near zero in the northern section. 
The highest temperature was 78 degrees 
at, St. Mary’s on the secong and the 
lowest was | degree at Diamond on the 
25th. The rainfall was favorable to 
agricultural purposes, being sufficient to 
keep the ground moist and causing no 
damage by washing. The average was 
3.21 inches, or 0.93 inches below normal. 
The greatest amount, 7.9! inches, oc 
curred at Diamond; the least, 1.17 
inches, at Waverly. Snow fell over the 
northern half of the state in amounts 
ranging from trace to 6 inches on the 
29th and 30th. 

February—Unfavorable weather condi- 
tions so prolonged, severe and injurio& 
as to be almost, if not entirely, unri- 
valed for this section prevailed during 
the month except the first and last few 
days. The mean temperature was 40.6 
degrees, or 6.2 degrees below normal, 
being the lowest February mean for !4 
years including that of 1895. The most 
intense cold wave since !899 passed over 
the state on the I4th, on which date 
temperatures below zero were registered 
at a number of stations in the nothern 
section ;the lowest, 8, occurred at Taila- 
poossa. The highes; temperature, 8/1 de- 
grees, was reported from Fleming on the 
i2th and from Waverly on the !2th and 
20th. Cloudy and rainy weather was 
unbroken during the first half of the 
month. A gevere ice storm composeg of 
sleet, snow and frozen rain did almost 
unprecedented damage in the northern 
half from the 4th to the 8th. The mean 
precipitation gor the month iwas 7.16, or 
1.94 above normal. The greatest month. 
ly amount was 13.44 at Putnam; the 
least was 3.12 at Atlanta. 

A Good Record for March. 

March—Pleasant weather obtained qdur- 
ing almost the entire month. Tempera- 
tures were abnormally high, there being 
only three brief coiu spells when freez- 
ing temperafires and Killing frost oc- 
curred in the extreme northern portion 
of the state. The mean temperature 
was 59.1 or 3.6 degrees above normal; 
the highest was 88 degrees and was 
registered at Bainbridge on the 3ist; the 
lowest, £9, occurreq at Diamond on the 
ist. Rain fall was below normal] in al] 
sections, the northern section having the 
greatest departure (—8.75 inches) and the 
southern the least (—0.75 inches). In the 
latter division amounts slightly above 
normal fell at a number of _ stations. 
Cordele reported the greatest monthly 
amount 5.67 inches; and Waynesboro the 
least, 0.65 inches. There were 16 clear 
days. 

April—The température for the month 
ranged from a maximum of 94 at Plem- 
ing on the 29th, to a minmum at Clay- 
ton on the !6th. Abnormally low read. 
ings occurred on the 7th and on the {7th 
and !8th, with damaging frosts through.

chapel and crypt. 

The body lay in state in Haskell hall 
from 8 o'clock noon in the room where 
Dr. Harper had led the faculty meet- 
ings in administering the educational af- 
fairs of the university. This was a- 
cording to his wish and the funeral 
plans which he himself had drawn up 
and signed on the day before his death. 
At noon the casket was taken to Man- 
cel hall where the funeral services were 
held. Owing to smal] seating capacity 
of the hall, admission was by card and 
only a portion of the students were able 
to attend the exercises, 

Addresses were delivered by President 
William H..P. Faunce, of Brown uni- 
versity; Chancellor E. Benjamin An-~« 
drews, of the University of Nebraska; 
Dean Harry Pratt Judson, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott, of New York. 

The floral tributes were numerous and 
included wreaths from President Roose-

Secretary of War Wants the Light 
Turned on Every Transaction 
Concerning the Digging of 
the Interoceanic Canal 
Across the Isthmus,

Washington, D. C., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Secretary Taft is perfect!y sin- 
cere when he says he wants the senate 
canal committee to go to the bottom of 
every charge that has been made against 
the canal dnanagement, the commission 
or anybody connected with the big en- 
terprise from himself down. 
The secretary was at first opposed to 
the idea of an investigation. This was 
Decause he did not believe there was 
anything material to be investigated. 
Since, however, it is plain the impres- 
sion has been given the public that some- 
thing is wrong, he wants it sifted to 
the bottom, 
The attitude of the secretary of war '{s 
about this: Everything good and every- 
thing bad that has been done should be 
revealed. Then, weighing the one 
against the other. the a@dministration 
will be able to cure the evils, corre:t 
the abuses, if any should be disclosad, 
and say to the American people and to 
congress: ‘There is the whole story. 
Now lIet us pull together and build ths 
canal.’’ om 

Senators Favor Investigation. 
Tt. fg unquestionably true that most ,if 
not ‘a!l, the republican leaders of the aen- 
ate are glad the investiga¥ion is goinxz 
to be held. In saying this I do not in- 
tend to attribute to republican senators 
any ulterior motives: Some of them 
may be glad to see something that could 
be construed a black eye to the adminis- 
tration; there are one or two, perhaps, 
who would not at all regret disclosures 
reflecting upon Secretary Taft; there 
may be some who, because of the close 
relationship between Paul Morton and 
Mr. Shonts, would not be averse to difs- 
coveries affecting that gentleman, but 
the sentiment impelling the majority of 
the republican leaders of the senate is 
that recent disclosures have demonstrat- 
ed the necessity for congress holding a 
tight rein over this important matter of 
canal construction.

sibility that the canal will finally ve 
built under the contract system. 
Many Insinuations. 
The air about WDashington is ful! of 
charges, or perhaps it is fairer to call 
them insinuwattons.. Some of these have 
found publication through Mr. Poultney 
Bidgelow and other more or less vera- 
cious investigators. There are still oth 
ers which have not yet been printed, 
but whitch will find daylight through 
the senate committee's investigation. 
How mutch credence can be put in them 
will be also disclosed by the investiga- 
tion. 
To one who has been upon the isthmus, 
the hot-air character of many of these 
charges {s apparent. A careful and un- 
prefuviiceg analysis of Mr. Bigelow’s 
article and Secretary Taft’s reply leads 
to the conclusion that the secretary has 
clearly put his critic out of business. 
Mr. Bigelow seems to have conducted 
an “investigation” in behalf of the poor, 
down-trodden negro of Jamaica and other 
West Indian islands, who is so anxious 
to get work upon the isthmus at Ameri- 
can wages; and that the “investigator” 
was but twenty-eight hours upon the 
isthmus diq not at all prevent his reach- 
ing some very positive conclusions. 
Critics of the type of Mr. Bigelow are, 
asa rule, full of conclusions before they 
begin, thereby having a decided advan- 
tage over others who are wont first to 
make some investigation into facts.

As a Sunday for enjoying the parks in 
Atlanta, yesterday morning was not a 
success. But later in the day the ele- 
ments seemed to oe trying to make up 
for their unpleasantness, ang the sun 
came out at intervals during the after- 
noon. As for the temperature, it was so 
warm as to suggest the coming of spring 
before its time. The warmth may have 
seemed even more than it was on account 


{ of the late cold wave and the cold rains 


and other unpleasant Drands of weather 
recently. But, at any rate, it was quite 
summery enough for Atlantans to be out 
on their piazzag and front lawns, as if 
it were May, rather than January. To- 
ward night the temperature freshened up 
somewhat, and overcoats, the light kind, 
were in evidence. 

Even though the afternoon found the 
weather stiJl wet under foot, there were 
many who hurried to the Atlanta parks 
and the trolleys were crowded with peo- 
ple who wanted to get out and take an 
airing. While the parks do not show up 
with al] of the many beauties of budding 
spring at this time, nor paint the trees 
crimson with the death of Indian sum- 
mer, there was plenty to attract all those 
who have eyeg for the bgautiful in na- 
ture. Car conductors say that every year 
finds the people starting to spend Sunday 
in the park earlier than the year before. 
They also insist that they continue to 
trolley to the green spots of the city 
much later than in former years, until 
at present the park season yever ends, 
although there is a lull during a few of 
the coldest winter Sundays, 

Very many yesterday afternoon im- 


proved the opportunity of going out to 
Piedmont park. They looked over the 
ruins of the old exposition buildings and 
the damage to the Piedmont Driving Club. 
They walked about on the many avenues 
that bisect and intersect the park, and 
talked of the great exposition of 1910,

But this is the way of Atlanta, The 
absolute confidence of successfully car- 
rying out any undertaking is at one time 
characteristic and responsible for the fact 
that Atlanta attempts do not fail. No 
matter whether the conversation is De- 
tween very young clerks, laboring men 
or capitalists, if is always the same. 
There is no thought nor provision for 
such a thing as possible failure. If there 
is any difference the man who works by 
the day is more confident than his em- 
ployer, and just as ready and generous 
to give both money and: time to enter- 
prises such as will reflect.credit to their 
beloved Atlanta. 

If appearances are any Criterion, the 
past year or two must have been mon- 
strously busy ones in those offices of 
Judge Wilkinson, where licenses for mak- 
ing two people one are secured. But 
instead of making these two people one, 
these municipal papers seem to have made 
three or four. Problems in arithmetic are 
always <difficult and uncertain at school, 
and even more so out of it.

Just look around any pleasant gSunday 
afternoon, or any other afternoon, for 
that matter, and there’s the answer. The 
Streets are crowded with them. The trol- 
leys are full of them. Apparently there 
is not enough race suicide. No wonder 
Atlanta’s population jumps ahead the 
way it does. 

And of all the immigrants to Atlanta 
that come from every direction, those pi- 
loted by the stork are best of all. They 
take in the Atlanta Spirit with their first 
breath. Besides, there’s none like the 
native-born—the toast that must ever ‘be 
drunk with all standing. 
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the sanitary engine@rs under the canal 
commission were bending all their en- 
ergies to a betterment of those condi- 


tions, and I find from the records that 


this work has gone steadily forward. 

Sanitary Corps Is Efficient. 
Whatever else may be charged against 
the canal management, it can not be 
charged that the sanitary force, under 
Colonel Gorgas, is inefficient. With ex- 
perience acquired in Cuba and in other 
parts of the tropics, these sanitary en- 


gineers have brought to the work at 
Colon and throughout the canal strip a 
greater and more Valuable knowledge 
than has been possessed by any other 
corps of engineerg engaged in similar 
work in the history of the modern world. 
It may be that some of the ancients un- 
derstood these problems better, as they 
seem to have understood some other 
things; but up to this time there has 
not been a criticism of the work done by 
these sanitary engineers. It is not well 
for the substance of Mr. Bigelow’s 
charges that the disclosure has been 
made that they are the reflection of com- 
plaints advanced by one or more property 
owners at Colon who seem full of their 
own ideas of what should be done, and 
who are looking at the problem chiefly 
from the standpoint of men who want 
their own property {mproved. 

Some of Mr. Bigelow’s Authorities. 
Those familiar with the situation would 
far rather trust Colonel Gorgas and his 
assistants to work out the problem of 
improving the healthfulness of the canal 
strip than to place this in the hands of 
Tracey Robinson and others of his ilk— 
even if the element of selfishness were 
entirely eliminated from the equation. 

Another of Mr. Bigelow’s informants 
is a man who failed to get a pogition he 
sought from the commission. I have not 
the space to go into and analyze all these 
charges, but I have found here in Wash- 
ington that a very large percentage of the 
insinuations against the commission and 
the canal managem@nt comes from per- 
sons disappointed either in their ambi- 
tions to draw good salaries or to get 
contracts; and some experience with per- 
sons possessing grievances leads me to be 
rather chary about accepting at face val- 
we the criticisms they lodge against those 
responsible for their disappointment, 1 
have in mind a man who hag been going 
around protesting an entirely patriotic 
desire to furnish senators and others 
with bricks to hurl at the whole canal 
outfit, but who has carefully concealed 
the fact of his disappointment. over the 
refusal of the commission to spend the 
government’s money to experiment with 
an invention he owns or controls. 

Tne Morality Issue. 

Now, while there is much of this sort 
of thing, no man will undertake to say 
that all the criticisms of Secretary Taft, 
Chairman Shonts and others in responsi- 
ble positions, are unwarranted. I hol 
no brief for the defense of any of them. 
To my mind, they. Make a _ mistake, 
though probably a necessary one, in pro- 
testing the virtue and morality of the 


several hundred negro “wives” and ‘‘sis< 
ters’? and ‘‘daughters’’ carried to the 
zone from Martinique. 

It is true Gecretary Taft did not au- 
thorize this shipload of women to be 
carried over at government expense, Dut 
it was authorized by the man in charge 
of the labor bureau, and if this work 
were being done by private contract that 
man would simply Say that such an ar: 
rangement is necessary. for the peace 
and progress of the work.

Our 
Subject is a question. Some of you may 
think that it is useless to discuss it, for 
if there is anything we are familiar with, 
ét is the work of the devi]. But we can- 

@ot be too well informed concerning his 
perfonmances. 

“The other day I was at West View 
cemetery in a carriage with a gentleman, 
ZI noticed that he was very quiet as we 
@rove through. Finally, ‘he said: ‘Ir al- 
ways gives me the blues to go through a 
cemetery.

He Has Signed Fifteen Players for 
This Year—Contracts Will Be | 
Mailed Today to All the 
Loca] Players for Their 


Signatures. 


Manager Billy Smith returned to At- 
lanta yesterday at [2 o’clock after an ab- 
sence from the city of severa] gays, dur- 
ing which time he attended the meeting 
of the National Association of Minor 


Commission in Cincinnati. 

According to Manager Smith, the new 
rule adopted by the baseball authorities 
raising the price of men drafted from the 
different leagues and specifying that the 
entire draft price must be paid at once, 
will cut down the number of men drafted 
next season. 

The rule, however, does not give the 
Southern league clubs quite the protec- 
tion that many thought it would. The 
néw rule states that each club in the 
major leagues is restricted to drafting 
one player from a -minor league club. 

This means that when the drafting 
season comes, every club in the American 
‘league and every club in the National 
league has the power to draft one man 
from the Atlanta team, or in’ other words 
it is possible if a team hag ennug® Play- 
ers under contract for the big leagues to 
take away sixteen players during the 
drafting period. The entire draft price 
of $1,000, however, must be paid at once. 

Advance Money Is Barred. 

Another important rule passed by the 
National Association relates to advance 
money. By the rule any club advancing 
money to players before the season 
Starts is subject to a heavy fine. 

“I have fifteen players under contract,”’ 
said Billy Smith last night, *‘and tomor- 
row will send out contracts to al] the 
players on my list. 

“While I was in Cincinnati I took sup- 
per with ‘Whitey’ Morse. and he signed 
up for the season.
